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In accordance with the usual custom in presenting the 
annual town report, we deem it proper to make a few 
statements in regard to our administraticn of town affairs 
during the past year. We were inexperienced in such 
affairs, two of our board being newly elected, and at first 
found it very difficult to conduct the business of so large 
a commonwealth. The several perplexing problems which 
have fallen to our lot to deal with have been looked at in 
the light which secures the beSt possible end, and our ac- 
tion has been to attain the most permament results. 


STREETS AND HIGHWAYS. 


The street problem was one of the most difficult. Find- 
ing the streets in a bad condition and not knowing how to 
act, the best street commissioners in the state were con-— 
sulted and their advice acted upon. Their recommenda- 
tion was not to make any permanent street beds of con- 
crete or paving, nor do any macadamizing, until after a 
system of sewerage had been put in, as it would be almost 
impossible to make good streets after tearing up the same 
to lay sewer pipes. 

The highways outside the village were also much the 
worse for wear, especially in those districts where heavy 
teaming was done, as about the brickyards and the Mead- 
erboro’ road, which is the route of the stone teams of the 
Kiesel Company. They have been very expensive to keep 
in repair. 
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Many bridges and culverts which have withstood the 
wear and tear during previous administrations, it became 
absolutely necessary to repair and rebuild the past year. 
The bridge at Horse hill was found so decayed and strained 
that we had to build itanew. The bridge near the black- 
smith shep of C. 8. Hill, on the Chesley road, also had to 
be rebuilt again, and a great many culverts which had been 
crushed down or caved in, had to be dug up and rebuilt and 
recovered at considerable expense. What repairs have 
been made in this line have been thoroughly done, and 
will need no farther attention from the town for many 
years. 


On beginning our duties as executive officers, we found 
the town engaged in opposing the proposed new Hast 
Rochester highway, and legal counsel employed against the 
same. The former board of selectmen had refused to lay 
‘it out, so the petitioners had called in the county com- 
missioners, who after several hearings concluded the public 
good demanded the laying out of the road and so reported. — 
The expense of land damages and counsel’s fees, amount- 
ing to over $2,350, has been paid in full and falls to the 
expenses of the year 1889. Settling the land damages of a 
new street laid out by the former board of selectmen, from 
Pine street to Washington street, moving the Roberts 
house and the improvement of Knight street, together 
with the building of Prospect street, so called, have called 
for considerable extra outlay. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


We found the town lighted by seventy-three electric | 
lights, the cost of maintaining’ which overrun the appro- 
priation eight hundred and forty dollars.. There were also | 
calls for more lights, so we concluded to cut off three be- 
tween this village and Gonic, also two between Gonic 
village and the Boston & Maine depot. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


We think this department has been conducted in a faith 
ful and prompt manner during the past year. 


FIRE DEPARTMEMT. 


Of late Rochester has been remarkably free from de- 
structive fires, and but few calls have been made on the 
fire department. Those that have been made the past 
year have been answered with promptness, and valuable 
property has been saved from destruction. There was a 
vote of the town to add five new hydrants to our service 
for protection from fires, but we found on consulting the 
original contract with the Rochester Aqueduct and Water 
Company, and on making measurements, that the town 
would be obliged to pay for nine hydrants, as the original 
contract calls for ten hydrants to the mile for all new lines 
of pipe laid; therefore we refused to make the contract ds 
_ there was some prospect of the town’s buying the water 
system or putting in a new service. 


OVERSEERS OF POOR. 


This is one of the hardest departments in the town to 
manage, owing to the disposition of a great many to get 
all the support that is possible out of the town rather than 
labor themselves for it, and also because of the wrong 
understanding in regard to soldiers’ aid, which they have 
been told comes from the state. They think all the over- 
seer has to do is to pay what they demand, and collect 
from the state. If he does not pay them he is doing them 
an injustice. 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


There have been many complaints in’ regard.to sink- 
spouts, cesspools and other nuisances that it has been al- 
most impossible to adjust in a satisfactory manner, because 
of no chance to empty or drain the same into sewers. All

the cases received prompt attemtion, and were remedied 
the best they could be under the existing circumstances. 


THE COMMON AND OLD CEMETERY. 


There was a vote of the town to expend the amount of 
$500 in beautifying the Common at the lower end of the 
village, but we thought the fence would last another year 
at least, and it would be best when the streets were cleaned 
for concrete or paving, that the street mud should be hauled 
down and ploughed into the common, thus making the best 
possible improvement; therefore the appropriation was 
left for that purpose. 

Also of the $200 voted for the improvement and care 
of the old cemetery, a small portion only was expended, as 
we thought it could be laid out to better advantage in con- 
nection with the Old Cemetery Fund, which has been ac- 
cepted this year, or it could be put into that fund. 

Much more might be said concerning our administration 


but we think this report sufficiently explicit and long - 


enough. Suffice it to say, that throughout the year we 
acted for the town to the best of our judgment and for the 
ultimate good.

Stare oF New Hampsuire.—To the inhabitants of the 
town of Rochester qualified to vote in town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall, in said 
town, on Tuesday, the 11th day of March, 1890, at 9 o 
the clock in the forenoon, to act on the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1.—To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Art. 2.—To choose a town clerk, three selectmen, town 
treasurer and tax collector for the ensuing year. 

Art. 3.—To choose a fish and game warden, health offi- 
cers, not exceeding three, and all other necessary town 
officers and agents for the ensuing year. 

Art. 4.—To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of thé poor and other necessary 
town charges arising in said town for the year ensuing. 

Art. 5.—To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the repair of roads and bridges, and how raised 
and expended. 

Art. 6.—To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise in addition to what is raised by iaw for the support 
of common schools, and how divided. 

Art. 7.—To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to hire on note or notes of the town any certain 
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sum of money, should it be required, to meet demands 
against the town. 

Art. 8.—To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for street lighting. 

Art. 9.—To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one hundred dollars to the use of Samp- 
son Post, G. A. R.,on Memorial day. 

Art. 10.—To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars for the 
benefit of the East Rochester free library. 

Art. 11.—To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of one hundred dollars for the benefit of - 
the Rochester village library. | 

Art. 12.—To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of one hundred dollars for the benefit 
of the American Band, French Band and Rindge Gonic 
Band, to pay them for giving out-door concerts during 
the season. 

Art. 13. —To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to employ one chief of police and one or more 
night watchmen, at a salary to be determined by the Se- 
lectmen or by vote of the town. 

Art. 14.—Sec. 1. On petition of Albert W. Hayes and 
twelve others, to see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to hire on note or notes of the town a sum not 
exceeding one hundred thousand dollars, for the purpose 
of purchasing the stock, property and rights of the Roch- 
ester Aqueduct Company, and to choose a committee to 
make the necessary negotiations, and empower said com- 
mittee to do all things necessary to complete the transfer 
of said property and rights. 

Sec. 2.—To see if the town will vote to instruct the rep- 
resentatives in the next session of the General Court to 
procure legislation necessary to empower the town to elect 
a moderator, five selectmen and a town clerk on joint bal- 
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lot at the annual March meeting, to serve the town in their 
several capacities the following year, and to make the town 
clerk ex officio clerk of the board of selectmen. 

Art. 15.—On petition of Enoch J. Nutter and fourteen 
others, to see if the town will vote to accept a street begin- 
ning at an avenue opened from Autumn street and running 
in anortheasterly direction to and including a continuation 
of Harrison avenue, said street being laid out fifty feet wide 
and that said street be known by the name of Leonard 
street. 

Art. 16.—On petition of Elmer J. Smart and ten others, 
- to see ifthe town will vote to instruct the selectmen to 
hire on note or notes of the town a sum of money not to 
exceed two hundred thousand dollars, for the purpose of 
supplying the villages of Rochester, East Rochester and 
~ Gonic with a water service for fire extinguishing purposes, 
domestic and other purposes.

terms, measures, provisions and conditions of a certain

Srv U AL REPORT 


OF THE 


Rochester Board of Health, 1889-90, 


The total number of cases of contagious disease re- 
ported during the year was 32; deaths, 6. Cases of ty- 
phoid fever reported, 10; deaths, none. Cases of scarletina 
reported, 2; deaths, none. Cases of diphtheria reported, 
20; deaths, 6. Of the thirty-two cases eight were clearly 
imported, and six cases of typhoid sprang from a case im- 
ported from Canada the previous autumn. These fourteen 
cases added to four other cases which might have been 
prevented with due notice, leave but fourteen cases due 
to contagion and bad sanitary conditions in Rochester, a 
remarkably good showing. Of the fatal cases one was 
imported from Dover and one from Oakdale, Mass. 

At the. beginning of the year typhoid fever had been 
raging in the vicinity of Chestnut street since the previous 
autumn, and continued to rage till the first part of May. 

The board has taken prompt and energetic action, by 
disinfection, isolation, fumigation and by inspecting prem- 
ises and finding and removing causes of disease, to prevent 
the infection from spreading, and, except as above, no new 
case las appeared outside the house where. the disease 
originated after it has been reported to the board. In one 
case only a neighbor’s child contracted the disease before 
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the board was notified and the premises isolated, resulting 
in four cases of diphtheria i in another family, all of which 
the board believe might have been prevented if isolation 
had been possible sooner. 

During the three months of August, December and 
January not a case of infection or contagious disease of 
any kind appeared in town. 

The experience of the past year confirms the board in 
the opinion that by prompt action the spread of contagious 
diseases may be prevented almost entirely. 

The board have made inspections in the three villages 
in town when it was deemed necessary and when com- 
plaints were made tothe Board of Health. In abating sev- 
eral hundred nuisances, with very few exceptions the 
citizens have co-operated cordially with the Board of 
Health in their efforts to maintain the best sanitary con- 
ditions.

The only serious obstacle to the success of the schools 
has been the prevalence of La Grippe among teachers and 
pupils, which compelled the closing of some for a time, 
nearly emptied others of pupils, and materially reduced 
the average attendance for the year. Otherwise the gen- 
eral good standing of our schools has been fully maintained. 
The excellence of many of them is unquestioned. Not 
many high schools superior to ours are to be found. It 
has a corps of exemplary, earnest teachers, the discipline is 
excellent, and the progress of pupils very marked. The 
grammar school teachers in the high schoo: building merit 
similar praise. Indeed, we have very few in any of the 
departments of our schools who are not faithful and efficient 
teachers. | 

However, complaints come to us on every hand, and 
probably always will so long as parents and teachers are 
human and liable to err. Teachers, in the management of 
forty or more pupils, of whose various dispositions they 
can necessarily have only an imperfect knowledge, must 
be expected to make sume mistakes. If, however, only 
such parents as are confident they have never erred in the 
management of the few children under their care at home 
were allowed to throw stones, not many would be thrown, 
and many a conscientious and valuable teacher would es- 
cape with few wounds for errors (often imaginary) in 
school management and discipline. 
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Teachers, and the board of education as well, are often 
condemned because a child does not make sufficiently rapid 
progress in its studies, and has to remain in the same grade 
or school too long to harmonize with the parents’ pride. 
Yet all children are not equally apt and studious, and, how- 
ever faithful the teacher or school officers may be, the 
same amount of schoo! work will not be accomplished by 
allin the same time. For this there can be no remedy 
and censure is unreasonable as well as unjust. 

The selection of teachers is a prolific source of com- 
plaint against the board of education. People naturally © 
place a high estimate upon the abilities of their own chil- 
dren and of those in whom they take an especial interest, 
and however limited their experience may be, they think 
them as well fitted by nature and attainments as others to 
fill the office of teacher, and hence that school officers, who 
may not have a like opinion, are actuated by favoritism or 
prejudice in making a different selection. Nevertheless 
all who attempt to teach do not meet with equal success. 
Far otherwise. In few occupations is the percentage of 
those who possess the requisite capacities to achieve any 
marked degree of success so small as in this, and even 
high school and college graduates do not prove exceptions. 
If a natural adaption for the work is wanting, failure is 
sure however complete the educational attainments may 
be, and even when this adaptation is present it must be 
supplemented by much experience before superior work 
can be expected. 

To determine who are of the few thus qualified is all 
important to school officers. It cannot be known by the 
appearance of candidates, nor before they have made an 
attempt at teaching, nor by their reputed success else- 
where, for inferior teachers often succeed in winning the 
favor of both pupils and citizens. Nor are testimonials of 
their success in other places reliable. The great majority 
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of these are very deceptive. Those who write them in 
their anxiety to please are quite sure to mention all the 
desirable and omit all the undesirable traits of the teacher, 
and if not deceptive they are misleading and unreliable 
for the reason that the number and dispositions of pupils 
and the nature of the work required varies so much in 
different schools that a teacher in some may, under favor-. 
able circumstances, meet with a moderate degree of suc- 
cess, and in others, under less favorable circumstances, fail 
completely. | 
_ How, then, may it be known who has the qualifications, 
natural and acquired, to suitably fill any certain school 
position? If the candidate is teaching elsewhere, a visit 
to his schoolroom and observation of his work by those in 
quest of a teacher, and familiar with the duties of the par- 
ticular position to be filled, is allowed to be the most reli- 
able method. This, however, cannot always be done. Va- 
cancies frequently-occur, and must-be filled in a season of 
the year when schools are not generally in session, and no 
opportunity for such observation is offered. Then inter- 
views with the candidate’s instructors and with supervis- 
ors of schools taught by him, becomes the most trustworthy 
method. And any reasonable amount of money necessary 
to gain such information by either method is a wise ex- 
penditure of school funds, for however careful and faithful 
the supervisors may be, if the teacher has not that pecu- 
liar gift which will enable him to fix and hold the atten- 
tion of pupils, and of that particular class of pupils for 
which his instruction is desired, and to inspire them with 
a love and zeal for their work, his school can be of little 
value. | 
Since superior teachers and the best of schools are de- 
manded, and school officers are held accountable for such, : 
it is evident that they must investigate with great care 
and make discriminations in the selection of teachers. 
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They cannot avoid it. Butin so doing they are sure to 
disappoint and incur the displeasure of many, however 
conscientious or successful they may be in their selec- 
tions. | 

Many opportunities for improvements inand about school 
buildings are ever presenting themselves to the attention 
of those interested in the schools. One of the most notice- 
able in our buildings is the need of better blackboards. 
They consist for the most part of painted plastering, are 
kept in suitable condition at much expense, are rough at 
best, cut out erasers and wear upon crayons very rapidly, — 
and hold upon their surface a great deal of chalk dust, 
which when set in motion by the simultaneous application 
of erasers in the hands of large classes, fill the room and 
vitiate the air upon which the children live. For this 
trouble the most effective remedy is doubtless the substi- 
tution of slate blackboards. They are somewhat expen- 
sive, but when once in place require no repairs, their sur- 
face is smooth, and wears upon eraser and crayons but 
slightly, and as little chalk dust adheres to them, not 
much can be set in motion by erasure of class work. Their 
use would not only enhance the health of the children, but 
would in the end prove a measure of economy. One room 
at Hast Rochester has been supplied with them, and the 
result has been highly satisfactory. Others should be 
furnished with them as rapidly as the money at the dis- 
posal of the board will warrant. 

The Wakefield street schoolhouse is unfit for use, and 
parents who are compelled to send children to it justly 
feel that they and their children are wronged. The house 
at the Gonic is too small. An additional room is needed 
there to lessen the excessive amount of work occasioned 
by having all grades of school, from the lowest primary to 
the highest grammar, all in two rooms. It is hoped when 
our rapidly diminishing debt shall disappear, that then 
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these buildings will also disappear, and others larger and 
more in keeping with the age will take their places. 

The wave of patriotism which has set in, manifesting it- 
self in the floating of the national flag over school build- 
ings, reached Rochester quite early. Three beautiful new 
flags have been presented through the patriotic impulses 
of the donors, one, ten and one-half by twenty feet, for the 
high school building, by Hon. Charles 8. Whitehouse ; two 
ten by twenty feet, one for the Main street house by the 
firm of Lothrops, Farnham & Co., and the other for the 
Maple street house by Mr. Chas. M. Bailey. And at Hast 
Rochester the pupils, not to be outdone in patriotic zeal, 
solicited by subscription and obtained sufficient funds to 
purchase a very pretty flag for their building. These all 
have been placed upon their respective buildings with ap- 
- propriate exercises. 

All nations strive to instill their subjects with a love for 
their flag, and through it with a devotion to their country 
for the blessings it confers, of which the national flag is 
an emblem. Upon this devotion the national life depends. 
It is therefore especially fitting that the young should be 
taught to honor and love our national emblem, and be 
filled with an admiration for, and a determination to pro- 
tect and preserve their country, which, with its free schools 
and the absence of all class distinctions, offers to everyone, 
however humble his circumstances, an opportunity to rise 
to honorable positions and to become the peer of any in 
the land—a nation which confers upon its citizens privi- 
leges and blessings broader and fuller than any other.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


FOR 


‘§ Ochool District Yo. 8.% 


CHAPTER 1. 
RULES OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


SEecTION 1. Organization.—On the first secular evening 
alter the annual meeting of the school district, the board 
of education shall meet at seven and one-half o’clock for 
organization. 

SECTION 2. The Officers of the board shall be a president, 
secretary and treasurer chosen by ballot and major vote. 

Section 8. Meetings—Regular meetings of the board 
shall be held on the second Friday evening of each month 
at seven and one-half o’clock. Special meetings of the 
board shall be called by the secretary, whenever he may 
deem it necessary, or at the request of two members. 

Section 4. Quorum.—A majority of the members shall 
constitute a quorum. 

Section 5. ules.—Meetings shall be conducted, except 
when special provision is made, in accordance with the 
usual parliamentary rules. 

Section 6. Zhe Duties of the President shall be to call 
the members to order at the appointed time, and preside 
at all meetings. In his absence a president pro tem. shall 
be elected. 
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Srcrion 7. The Duties of the Secretary shall be to call 
special meetings as provided in Sec. 3, to keep a fair rec- 
ord of the doings of the board in a book suitable for that 
purpose, in which he shall enter all the proceedings in full, 
including all important reports of committees, and also 
the names of the members present at each meeting; to 
conduct all necessary correspondence of the board, and 
perform all other’ duties that appropriately belong to the 
office of secretary. 

Section 8. He shall receive all formal applications for 
position of teachers or other offices, place them on file for 
the inspection of the board, and shall notify all school offi- 
cers of their election or appointment. | 

Section 9. He shall also seasonably furnish to the off- 
cers of the state all the returns required by statute to be 
made to them; shall promptly inform teachers and janitors 
as to what members of the board are charged with the 
several duties of procuring fuel, making occasional repairs, 
furnishing miscellaneous supplies, books, etc., at the ex- 
pense of the town or district ; shall see that school officers 
are supplied with copies of the last revision of the rules 
and regulations, and promptly notify them of any change 
made in them. 

Section 10. The Treasurer shall have the general su- 
pervision of all financial matters relating to the schools; 
shall draw the money to which the district is entitled, from 
the town officers as occasion may require, and receive and 
collect all money otherwise due the district; shall pay the 
teachers of all the schools, and the janitor of the high 
school building, a proportional amount of their salaries at 
the middle and close of each term, and all other bills when 
presented, if certified as required in Section 13; and shall 
annually make and seasonably report to the board a care- 
ful estimate of the expenses of the schools for the ensuing 
year, to be laid before the district at its annual meeting. 
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Section 11. Special Duties of Members.—Members of 
the board may be charged with the performance of special 
duties as occasion may require. 

Section 12. Supervising Members.—The members to 
whom shall be assigned the duty of supervising the schools, 
shall examine teachers and report their qualifications to 
the board; visit the schools systematically, direct the 
methods and details of instruction, pointing out defects 
and suggesting remedies ; and shall give special attention 
to schools taught by new and inefficient teachers. They 
shall procure and keep each school supplied with the 
authorized text books and supplies; shall secure, as far as 
possible, harmony and uniformity of work in all depart- 
ments of the same grade, and keep a scheme of the order 
‘of exercises inall the schools. In conformity to Chapter 
5 of these Rules and Regulations, they shall examine schol- 
ars and assign them, excepting such as are applicants for 
admission to the high school, to the proper grades, and 
may direct the promotions to be made; and may degrade 
any who, intheir opinion, are ina grade more advanced 
than their qualifications should allow, subject, however, to 
the approval of the board. But the qualifications of appli- 
cants for admission to the high school, by promotion or 
otherwise, they shall report to the board. They shall keep 
themselves informed in regard to all improvements and 
suggestions made upon the subject of school instruction, 
and recommend the adoption of such as they deem _practi- 
cal and expedient. Subject to the approval of the board, 
they shall prescribe the boundaries of the different schools 
and see that they are observed; direct and assist the tru- 
ant officer in his duties, and try to improve the school at- 
tendance ; and, finally, shall cause these rules and regula- 
tions to be strictly observed, and report to the board all 
violation or neglect of them. 

SzoTion 13. Bills —EHach member shall certify upon 
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bills by him contracted and payable by the district, the 
accuracy of the same before they shall be paid; and the 
supervising members shall approve and seasonably pass to 
the selectmen all bills payable by the town for text books 
and supplies. 

Srction 14.—Llection of Senet Officers. —Teachers of all 
schools, and also the janitor of the high school building, 
shall bs elected annually in July by ballots bearing the 
name of the person voted for, and by a major vote of the 
board. But whenever for any reason there may be a de- 
Jay in filling any position, or whenever a vacancy shall oc- 
cur after the annual election, it may te filled at any time 
in the same manner. 

Srotion 15. On Probation.—Any officer named in the 
last section not holding at the time of his election a posi- 
tion in the district of the same grade as that to which he 
is elected, shall be on probation, his services to expire at 
the close of any term of school, in case his election is not 
confirmed for the balance of the official period by a vote of 
the board. 

Section 16. Tenure of Office—All teachers shali hold 
their positions until the next annual election, and the jani- 
tor named for one year ending the first day of August after 
the next annual election, except as provided in the last 
section, unless in the meantime they are removed by the 
board. Teachers will not be allowed to resign without 
giving at least one month’s notice, except for causes satis- 
factory to the board. 

Srction 17. Other janitors may be appointed by the 
board or by any authorized member at any time, and for 
such periods as may be deemed expedient. 

Section 18. No Substitute shall in any case occupy the 
place of any teacher until the approval of the board has 
been obtained and the compensation determined. But 
whenever any temporary indulgence or leave of absence 
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may be desired, application may first be made to the super- 
vising members. 

Section 19. Zhe Annual Salaries of school officers shall 
be determined at the time of their election, and, if elected 
on probation, their salaries shall not be subject to a change 
at time of confirmation. 


CHAPTER II. 
DUTIES OF TEACHERS AND DISCIPLINE OF SCHOOLS. 


SECTION 1. General Duties.—Teachers shall follow the 
course of study and make teaching their only regular busi- 
ness, and during term time shall not instruct the pupils in 
other than the branches prescribed in the course, nor give 
instruction to private pupils without the consent of the 
board first obtained. They shall prepare themselves to 
instruct their several classes faithfully, impartially and 
effectively, according to the regulations prescribed by the 
board and the provisions of the laws of the state; and in 
all subjects and methods in which itis possible, shall teach 
the reason with the subject or method, and make every 
effort to develop the reasoning faculties of their pupils. 
They shall strive earnestly to promote diligence, courtesy 
and obedience, and to inspire their pupils with an enthu- 
siasm for study. 

Section 2. Zhe Principal of the High School shall have 
the management and control not only of the high school 
scholars, but of all others in the building or about the 
premises, when not in the rooms with their respective 
teachers. He shall also, when his assistance is needed, 
attend to cases of discipline in any part of the building. 
Other teachers will cheerfully co-operate with him in the 
execution of his plans and wishes. 

Section 3. Opening of Schools—The schools shall be 
opened punctually at the appointed time, and the morning 
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exercises shall begin with the reading of a selection of 
Scripture. Itis recommended that this reading be followed 
by some devotional exercise. 

Srotion 4. Order of Exercises.—Every teacher shall 
prepare and keep an order of exercises in the school room, 
where it may be seen by the scholars and visitors. 

Section 5. Physical Exercises —There shall be short 
ealisthenic exercises as often as once each session in all 
except the high school, and teachers, especially those of 
the lower grades, shall endeavor to relieve their pupils by 
a variety of exercises, change of position and the like, as 
far as can be done without ables get with the sane 
work. 

Section 6. Discipline.—Teachers shall aim by precept 
and example to improve the manners and morals of their 
pupils. They shall exercise the same authority over them 
during recesses and on the premises as in the school room ; 
shall avoid corporal punishment in all cases where good 
order can be preserved by milder means, and when inflicted 
they are to preserve their self-control and refrain from ex- 
hibiting anger or impatience. 

Section 7. Suspension and Hapulsion.—The principal 
of the high school building, or a teacher in any other build- 
inng, may suspend from school a scholar of any grade ex- 
cepting I, II and III, for violent or obstinate resistance to 
authority or gross misconduct; but he shall immediately 
report the case to a supervising member of the board, and 
to the parents or guardians of the scholar. When the con- 
duct, example or general influence of a scholar becomes 
very injurious and his reformation appears hopeless, or he 
manifests a determined disregard of the rules and good 
order of the school, he may be expelled by the board. Any 
scholar suspended, on giving evidence of amendment, may 
be restored by the supervising members; otherwise the 
case shall be reported to the board for its action. Any 
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scholar expelled may be readmitted on probation, and on 
ample proof of reformation may be restored by vote of the 
board. 

Seotion 8. Scholars Leaving Under Censure.—Teachers 
shall give immediate notice to the supervising members, 
whenever a pupil shall leave while under censure; and 
such pupil shall not be permitted to attend any public 
school in the district, except by order of such members. 

Section 9. Care of School Rooms and Premises.— 

Teachers shall be in their respective school rooms at least 
fifteen minutes before the opening of each session, to admit 
pupils, suppress boisterous and disorderly conduct and see 
that no school building, room or property is damaged or 
defaced; that the school rooms are clean, and that entries, 
yards and out buildings are kept in good condition, and in 
executing the last requirement they may command the 
services of the janitors. They shall also see that the 
windows in their respective rooms and entries are fastened, 
and the doors locked, at the close of the exercises of each 
session of school. During intermission, pupils shall be 
allowed to remain in none but the high school building, 
and as few as possible in this. These shall occnpy only 
such rooms as the principal shall assign them, and each sex 
shall be restricted to a separate room. Teachers shall 
make such rules as are necessary and reasonable for good 
order and neatness on the school premises. 

Section 10. Teachers shall keep the doors leading to 
the basements of the school houses on Maple Street, School 
Street and at East Rochester, locked, and allow no pupil, 
excepting such as may be acting as Janitors, to enter these 
basements unless by special permission. 

Section 11. Inability for Damages.—Teachers shall be 
held responsible for the school property entrusted to their 
care, but all injury done to it by any scholor shall be paid 
for by the parent or guardian. 
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Section 12. Profanity, Indecent Writing and Wilful 
Damage.—Any pupil who shall, on or near the school 
premises, use or write any profane or indecent language, 
draw or exhibit any obscene picture or representation, or 
shall wilfully damage or deface any school property, shall 
be liable to expulsion and prosecution. 

Section 13. The Use of Tobacco in any form, and games 
of chance, on or near the school premises, are strictly 
prohibited. 

Section 14. Ventilation and Temperature.—Teachers 
shall be extremely careful that their rooms be properly 
ventilated, that the temperature is kept as near as possible 
to 68 degrees Farenheit, and that children are not allowed 
to sit in a draft of air. | 

Section 15. School Registers.—Teachers shall fill up 
and return their school registers in strict conformity to the 
directions contained in them, except when otherwise 
directed, and shall also keep for their use, and for that of 
the supervising members of the board, an accurate list, 
giving the full name, age and grade of each pupil, and the 
name of the street upon which he resides. | 


CHAPTER III. 
DUTIES OF JANITORS. 


Section 1. Janitors of all Schools are to have charge of 
all rooms in the school building and of all school yards and 
outbuildings, and shall keep them in good condition. 

Section 2. They shall keep all necessary paths in the 
yard free from snow and ice, sprinkle the steps and walks 
with sand when slippery, examine all outbuildings daily, 
and keep them in perfectly good order, promptly report all 
nuisances cr defacements committed in them to the teachers, 
with the names of those they may detect in, or suspect of, 
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committing the same, and shall unlock them in the morning 
and lock them at night, before and after each school day. 
They shall sweep every school room as often as every 
alternate school day, and the halls and passageways as 
often, at least, and oftener, if necessary, to keep them in a 
neat condition, and shall dust all furniture each morning 
before the opening of the school session. They shall have 
each school room properly warmed at least thirty minutes 
before each school session, and shall seasonably notify the 
member of the school board charged with the duty of 
furnishing fuel when any material for making or kindling 
fires, or other supplies necessary to the performance of 
their duty, are wanted. When not present themselves, 
they shall, at all times, except during the session of the 
school or presence of the teachers, keep the windows 
fastened and the doors locked, and, except at the high 
school building, allow no one to enter any school building 
in the absence of the teachers. 

Section 3. The Janitor of the High School Building 
shall perform such of the duties prescribed in the two 
previous sections as are not inapplicable to his school 
building and premises. During each term of school he 
shall devote his whole time to his duties as janitor, except 
that he may also perform the duties of truant officer if 
appointed to that office by the school board and paid by 
the town; shall at all times keep the premises in a neat 
and orderly condition, and during vacations shall have the 
care and oversight of them and see that no damage is 
done. He shall wind and regulate the clocks and kecp 
them in good order, shall thoroughly cleanse all rooms, 
halls, passageways and all windows as often as twice each 
year. He shall have the charge and management of the 
wind-mill for pumping water, keep the school building 
properly supplied with water, and shut it off at the 
beginning of each vacation and every night in severe 
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weather. He shall give his personal attention to the 
heating aparatus while in use, and keep it in good condition 
at all times. 


Section 4. He shall be present half an hour before the 
beginning of the morning session of schools, during 
recesses, the entire intermission, and twenty minutes after 
the close of the afternoon sessions; shall co-operatate with 
the teacher in the maintenance of good order about the 
premises; assist in the supervision of pupils during 
recesses, and while forming to march in and out of the 
building; shall during intermissions, have charge of all 
pupils allowed to remain in the building, restrict them to 
the rooms assigned them by the principal, suppress all 
boisterous and disorderly conduct, see that they do not 
damage or deface the building, or otherwise. violate the 
school regulations ; and shall allow no pupils to enter the 
building in the absence of their teachers. He shall report 
to the principal each day for such services as may be 
required of him. 


Section 5. Repairs.—He shall make such repairs as he 
conveniently can, such as setting glass and the like. All 
other needed repairs, all damages and nuisances, he shall 
report to the board of education. 


CHAPTER IV. _ 
THE SCHOOL YEAR, SCHOOL HOURS, HOLIDAYS AND VACATIONS. 


Section 1. Zhe School Year shall begin the Monday 
nearest the first day of September, and shall consist of 
thirty-six weeks, and be divided into three terms of twelve 
weeks each. The fall term shall commence at the 
beginning of the school year; the winter term on the 
Monday following a vacation of two weeks; and the spring 
term on the first Monday of April. 
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Section 2. Holidays.— Every Saturday, Fast Day, 
Christmas Day and Decoration Day shall be allowed as 
holidays. When either of the two days last mentioned 
shall occur on Saturday or Sunday, the following Monday 
shall be allowed instead. Teachers may close their schools 
one day each term to visit other schools, providing the se- 
lection of the day and of the schools to be visited shall be 
approved by the supervising members of the board. Other 
holidays will be granted only by vote or consent of a 
majority of the board, obtaimed by some member. thereof. 
Days when the weather is very inclement, teachers will be 
required to have but one session of school. 

Section 3. School Sessions.—There shall be two daily 
sessions of all the schools. The forenoon session shall 
begin at 8 3-4 o’clock and continue three hours; the 
afternoon session at 2 o’clock from the commencement of 
the spring term until the first Monday of October, and 
1 1-4 o’clock for the remainder of the year, and continue 
in grades to I to VI, inclusive, two, and in all other grades 
three hours. 

Section 4. ecesses.—Hyery school shall have a recess 
of twenty minutes each session. In no case shall a pupil 
be wholly deprived of a recess as a punishment. 


CHAPTER V. 
ADMISSION, PROMOTION, EXAMINATION AND ATTENDANCE, 


Snotion 1. Infectious Diseases.— No scholar or teacher 
shall be allowed to attend school from any house in which 
small pox, varioloid, scarlet fever, measels or diptheria_ 
prevail; and no scholar or teacher known to have been 
exposed to these diseases shall attend school until all 
danger from them is passed; and no one who has been 
afflicted with any of them shall be permitted to enter

school until convalesence is complete. When any pupil 
shall be afflicted with any of these diseases, the teacher 
shall promptly report the fact to the supervising members 
of the board. 

Section 2. Scholars Residing Beyond the Limits of the 
District may be permitted to attend its schools, except in 
cases where such attendance would crowd any school 
beyond its accommodations. When so permitted they 
shall pay tuition at or before the middle of each term, as 
follows: In the high school six, in the five higher grades 
of other schools four, and in all other grades three dollars 
a term. 

Section 3. Boundaries.—Teachers shall receive or 
retain in their schools only those scholars whose residences 
are within the prescribed boundaries of. their respective 
schools, except by consent of the board. Parents or — 
guardians may, in case of their removal from the prescribed 
boundries of any one school to those of another, continue 
their children in the school they are attending till the end 
of the term. No scholar, however, shall be received from 
one school into another without the approval of the super- 
vising members of the board, or without a certificate of 
transfer from the teacher whose school he leaves, stating 
the name, age, grade, standing and reason for the transfer ; 
and the teacher receiving such scholar shall immediately 
acknowledge the receipt of the certificate. 

Sgzotion 4. Admisscon.—Children, if residing within 
the boundaries of the school and qualified to enter some 
one of the classes, shall be admitted to the lowest grade of 
school at any time without a certificate, except such as 
may be required by the provisions of the last section; but 
if unable to read they shall be admitted only at the begin- 
ning or middle of the term. A scholar may be admitted to 
other grades by promotion, as provided in the following 
Sections, 7 and 8, or, if he has not been a member of a 
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lower grade during the preceding term, then, after due 
examination, by a certificate stating the grade which the 
scholar is qualified to enter, signed, if to the high school, 
by the full board, otherwise by the supervising members 
of the board. No child under five years of age shall be 
admitted to any school. 

Section 5. Written Examinations shall be given in all 
classes of the high school and in grade X of the other 
schools, at the middle and close of each term, sufficiently 
severe to test the pupils’ knowledge of the work of the 
previous six weeks, and a copy of the questions used shall 
be returned to the secretary of the board within one week 
after the examination, to be placed on file. 

Section 6. Ranking. — On these examinations, and 
likewise on the daily work, scholars are to be ranked, and 
a unit of the rank on each examination shall have one-half 
the rate of a unit of the averaged rank on the daily work 
during the time covered by the examination. In deter- 
mining each scholar’s average rank, two units on a ranking 
scale of one hundred shall be deducted for every instance 
of disobedience or improper conduct. A record of each 
pupil’s rank in each subject, and also his average rank 
shall be kept by the teacher in a suitable book, which shall 
at all times be open to the inspection of the board. 

Srction 7. Promotions, Etc—Scholars whose rank in 
each subject of the work in the preceding ye 
fall below 55 per cent., and not below 65 per cent. on the 
entire work, after deductions for disobedience and im: 
proper conduct, shall be promoted one grade annually at 
the beginning of the fall term. Scholars whose rank 
shall at any time fall below the standard required for pro- 
motions may be put into the next lower grade, unless in 
the judgment of the board extenuating circumstances may 
justify a longer retention in his grade. 

Section 8. Scholars in all other grades shall be promo-

ted or degraded, as the supervising members of the board! 
may deem advisable, subject, however, to a revision by 
the board. 


Srotion 9. Advanced Standing.—No scholar admitted 


to advanced standing in the high school shall be permitted 
to compete for class honors unless he joins his class as 
early as the commencement of the second year, and is 
critically examined and ranked on the previous work of 
the class, or its equivalent. 

Section 10. Monthly Reports of the deportment of each 
pupil in the grades named in Section 5, also of his rank im 
each subject and his average rank, shall, whenever deemed 
advisable, be sent to the parent or guardian, together with 
a notice, first, that the scholar’s deportment is unsatisfac- 
tory and asking for an interview ; second, that the scholar’s 
lessons are not satisfactorily prepared, and requesting the 
co-operation of the parent or guardian. 

Section 11. KHeeused Absence.—Legitimate causes for 
absence from school are sickness, domestic affliction, dan- 
ger of serious or imprudent exposure of health, necessary 
absence from town and no others. Absence from such 
causes shall not effect the standing of any scholar, provided 
a written excuse or personal explanation from his parent or 
guardian is seasonably furnished, when deemed necessary, 
and the scholar passes within a reasonable time a satisfac- 
tory examination in the studies pursued during his ab- 
sence. 

Section 12. Unexcused Absence, Tardiness, Leaving 
School Before Close of Term.—Tardiness shall be consid- 
ered equivalent to one-fourth of a day’s absence; and any 
scholar in any but the three lowest grades of school,whose 
absence and tardiness shall amount to seven days in any 
term, or who shall have left school before the close of a 
term, shall cease to be a member of the school, and shall 
be re-admitted only by the written consent of the super- 


ee 
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vising members of the board, on condition of making up 
within a reasonable time the lessons lost. Scholars who 
are absent one-fourth of the time in any term may be put 
into the next lower grade. 

Section 13. Leaving School During a Session.—No 
scholar, except in the two lowest grades of school, shall be 
allowed to leave the school during a session or before the 
dismissal of the school, unless on account of sickness or 
some pressing emergency of which the teacher is to judge ; 
and a written or personal request from the parent or guard- 
ian shall be required when the necessity is not evident. 

Section 14. Zruancy.—Teachers shall report the names 
and residences of all truants and of those suspected of tru- 
ancy, together with the names of their parents or guard- 
lans, to the truant officer as early as practicable, by mail 
or otherwise; they shall keep a record of the names of all 
truants, which shall be open at all times to the inspection 
of the members of the board and of the truant officer. 


CHAPTER VI. 
TEXT BOOKS AND STUDIES. 


Section 1. Courses of Study.—The high school course 
of study covers a period of four years, and contains an En- 
glish, English & Latin, and Classical Division, as at pres- 
ent arranged, subject to such modifications as the board 
shall direct. The course for the other schools shall be 
divided into ten grades, each grade including an average 
year’s work, and designated by Roman numerals from I to 
X, beginning with the lowest 
with the year in the school. 

Section 2. Selecting Divisions.—Pupils will be expect- 
ed to decide when they enter the high school which of the 
divisions they will pursue, and will not be permitted to 
change after the commencement of the second year. 


the number corresponding 
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Section 3. Graduation.—Scholars of the English divis- 
ion will not be permitted to compete for the valedictory. 
Those who have completed any division of the high school 
course and have at the time the rank required for the an- 
nual promotions, will be allowed to graduate and be award- 
ed suitable diplomas. 

Section 4. Change of Text Books and Studies.—No 
change shall be made in the high school course of study or 
in the text books used in the schools, and no new text books 
introduced except by a major vote of the board at a regu- 
lar meeting, notice thereof having been givenata previous 
meeting. But no vote in relation to any change or intro- 
duction of text books shall be taken while any school book 
agent is present at the meeting or known to be in town. 


Srotion 5. Care of Books.—School books and supplies 
furnished by the town or district shall be charged to and 
in care of the teachers, and at the end of each term they 
shall account for them to the supervisor. They shall loan 
them to their pupils and see that they are carefully used, 
and not marked, defaced or injured. Pupils shall be 
required to replace or pay for such as they lose or injure. 
All reading books, pens, penholders, and also such slates, 
pencils and other books as pupils do not ordinarily need to 
take home for study, shall remain in the school rooms, and 
pupils shall there have them in their posession only while 
they absolutely need to use them, and after each instance 
of such use they shall be returned to the posession of the 
teacher. Such books and supplies as pupils are allowed to 
take from the school rooms shall be charged to them (the 
books being first numbered) by the teachers loaning them, 
in record books provided for the purpose, in which shall 
also be noted the time and their condition when loaned. 

Section 6. In Books Belonging to the District shall be 
written or printed the phrase, “The Property of School 
District No. 8, Rochester, N. H.,” and in those belonging 
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to the town, the phrase, “The Property of the Town of 
Rochester,” together with the rules to be observed in their 
care and use. 

Section 7. Books for Reference only shall also be num- 
bered and when any are in the possession of pupils they 
shall be charged to them. Scholars shall be encouraged 
and directed to use, but not permitted to take them from 
the school buildings, except by special permission of the 
teachers, and then not allowed to retain them longer than 
the beginning of the next school session. 

Section 8. Zext Books and Supplies Needed.—When- 
ever a school is not sufficiently furnished with text books 
and supplies, the teacher shall report the fact to the 
supervising members of the board in writing, specifying 
the books and supplies needed. 

Section 9. It shall be the duty of all the school officers 
to acquaint themselves and the scholars thoroughly with 
the school regulations, and within their respective juris- 
dictions to enforce them. 

Section 10. These rules and regulations, or any part of 
them, may be repealed, amended, or additions made thereto 
by a major vote of the board, notice thereof having been 
given at a previous meeting.

EXTRACTS FROM STATE LAWS. 


COMPELLING PARENTS AND OTHERS TO SEND CHINDREN TO 
SCHOOL. 


From Chapter 91 of the General Laws: 

Section 14. Every parent, guardian, master or other 
person having the custody, control or charge of any child 
between the ages of eight and fourteen years, residing in 
any school district in which a public school is annually 
taught for the period of twelve weeks or more, within two 
miles by the nearest traveled road from his residence, shall 
cause such child to attend such public school for twelve 
weeks at least every year, six weeks at least of which at- 
tendance shall be consecutive, unless such child shall be 
excused from such attendance by the school committee of 
the town, or the board of education of such district, upon 
its being shown to their satisfaction that the physical or 
mental condition of such child was such as to prevent his 
attendance at school for the period required, or that such 
child was instructed in a private school or at home for at 
least twelve weeks during such year, in the branches of 
education required to be taught in the public schools, or, 
having acquired those branches, in other more advanced 
studies. | 

Section 16. Any parent, guardian, master or other per- 
son violating the provisions of the fourteenth section of 
this chapter shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars for 
the first offense, and the sum of twenty dollars for the sec- 
ond and every subsequent offense, to be recovered in an 
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action of debt in the name of the district within whose 
limits the penalty was incurred, by the school committee 
of the town or board of education of such district All 
penalties recovered shall be paid to the district and added 
to the school money thereof. 


EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN IN MANUFACTURING AND MECHAN- 
ICAL ESTABLISHMENTS. 


From Chapter 91 of the General Laws as amended by 
Chapter 56 of the Laws of 1881: 


Section 11. No child under sixteen years of age shall 
be employed in any manufacturing establishment, unless 
he has attended some public school or private day school 
where instructon was given by a teacher competent to in- 
struct in the branches taught in the common schools at 
least twelve weeks during the year preceding; and no 
child under said age shall be so employed, except in vaca- 
tion of the school in the district in which he resides, who 
cannot write legibly and read fluently in readers of the 
grade usually classed as third readers. 


Section 12. No child under the age of fourteen years 
shall be employed as aforesaid, unless he has attended 
school as aforesaid at least six months during the year 
preceding, or has attended the school of the district in 
which he dwelt the whole time it was kept during such 
year; and no child under twelve years of age shall be so 
employed unless he has attended the school of the district 
in which he dwelt the whole time it was kept during the 
year preceding. 

Section 13. The owner, agent or superintendent of any 
manufacturing establishment, or any person connected 
therewith, who shall employ in any such establishment 
any child under the age of sixteen years, without having a 
certificate signed by a majority of the school committee of 
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the town or city in: which the child resides, or by such 
person or persons as they may designate for that purpose, 
that such child has attended school as required by sections 
eleven and twelve of this chapter, shall be fined not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars for each offense. 

From Chapter 25 of the Laws of 1887: 

SecTIoN 4. No child under thirteen years shall be em- 
ployed in any manufacturing or mechanical establishment 
in this state. Whoever, either for himself or as superin- 
tendent, overseer or agent of another, employs or has in 
his employment any child in violation of the provision of 
this section, and every parent or guardian who permits 
any child to be so employed, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than twenty-five nor more than fifty dollars. 


TRUANTS. 


From Chapter 91 of the General Laws: 

SgEcTION 6. Any town may make by-laws concerning 
habitual truants and children not attending school, without 
any regular and lawful occupation, between the ages of six 
and sixteen years, and to compel the attendance of such 
_ children at school, not repugnant to law, and may annex 
penalties for the breach thereof, not exceeding ten dollars 
for each offense. 

SroTion 7. Such towns may appoint three of more offi- 
cers to enforce such laws, either of whom, and no other, 
may make complaint for such offenses, and shall be author- 
ized to serve any process relating thereto. 

Section 8. Any offender against such by-laws, upon 
conviction may, instead of such fine, be sentenced to the 
Reform School for a term not exceeding one year. 

Section 9. Any such offender, on conviction and sen- 
tence to pay such fine, may, in default of payment, be com- 
mitted to the Reform School till the same be paid, or he is 
otherwise discharged, but the court or justice imposing 
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such sentence may at any time discharge such offender om 
proof that he is unable to pay said fine, and has no parent 
guardian, or person chargeable with his support able to 
pay it. ; 

Section 10. Such offender so convicted may give bond 
to the town in the penal sum of twenty-five dollars, witb 
sufficient sureties, approved by the court or justice before 
whom he was convicted, conditioned to attend regularly 
some district or other school kept in such town, for one 
term next ensuing, when the same is kept, to comply with 
the regulations thereof, and to be obedient and respectful 
to the teacher; and his fine may thereupon be remitted by 
such court or justice on payment of the costs. 


ELECTION OF TRUANT OFFICERS. 


Chapter 42 of the Laws of 1881: 

Section 1. The superintending school committees and 
boards of education in the several towns and cities of the 
state are hereby authorized to elect truant officers for said 
towns and cities, and to fix their compensation at a reason- 
able rate, which compensation shall be paid by the respec- 
tive towns and cities. 

SEcTION 2. Said truant officers may be discharged by 
said committees for cause, but unless sooner discharged 
shall hold their offices for one year, or until their success- 
ors shall be appointed and qualified. 

Srction 3. It shall be the duty of said truant officers, 
tnder the direction of said committees, to enforce the laws 
of the state and the ordinances of said towns and cities, 
and the regulations of said committees not repugnant to 
law, in regard to truants and children between the ages of 
six and sixteen not attending school, and without any reg- 
ular and lawful occupation, and to compel the attendance 
of such children at school in obedience to law and to the 
regulations of said committees. 
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Section 4. Said truant officers shall also, if required by 
said committees, enforce the laws in regard to children 
employed in manufacturing establishments, without attend- 
ing school as required, and shall perform such service in 
that behalf as may be required by said committees. 

SecTION 5. This act shall take effect from it passage. 
(Approved August 4, 1881.) 


BY-LAWS IN REFERENCE TO TRUANT CHILDREN, 


Adopted by the town of Rochester, N. H., ata special 
meeting, July 21, 1883. 

Section 1. Any child in this town between the ages of 
six and sixteen years, without any regular and lawful occu: 
pation, who shall, except in cases of ill health, neglect to 
attend school, or become an habitual truant, shall, on con- 
viction thereof, be fined not less than one nor more than 
ten dollars. And for the purposes of these by-laws all 
children between the ages aforesaid residing in this town, 
who without sufficient excuse shall absent themselves from 
school four or more timesin the course of any one school 
term, shall be taken and deemed to be habitual truants. 

SecTION 2. Instead of the fine aforesaid any child con- 
victed of such offense may be committed to the Reform 
School for a term not exceeding one year. 

Section 3. Whenever any child between the ages 
aforesaid belonging to any public school in this town, shall 
be found during school hours in or near any strect, square, 
public place or place of amusement or resort, without suff- 
cient excuse for said absence from school, such child shall, 
in the first instance, be apprehended and taken to such 
school, and notice given to the parent, guardian or master 
of the person so taken; and for any subsequent offense the 
offender shall incur the penalties prescribed in sections one 
and two of these by-laws. 

Section 4. The police court of the town of Rochester 
shall have cognizance of all offenses under these by-laws, 
as in other criminal cases. 
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
